case isin a state of soma confusion : this, how- 
over, is not to be wondered xt, for “there 
uppeor to have been few oveasions in this 
Colony for its consideration in the Supreme 
Court: aud practically the sums contusion 
seems to juve reigned in England b-fore thé 
practice was tinully settlod hy the Judges: 
tnd vyen now the practice con only be as 
cortained hy carefully comparing tho different 
decisions. ! i 
Wong Ka-cheong was arrested on 3rd BMarch 
ona warrant issued by the Magistrate ander 
the Chinese Extradition Ordinaneu’ No 7 of 
1889, nul the subsequent intimation from I.E. 
the Gdxepfior required by this Ordinance in con- 
soquencyjof a requisition hoviog been. reevived 
fromthe Chinese Government for the man’s 
oxtrudition. On the application of the prisoner 
dy. his counsel g owrit of habeas corpus was 
granted by Mr. Justice Sercombe Smith ov 
23rd ist. The writ huving been made return- 
able on Saturday, 27th, My. Ferrers moved for 
the. dischurge of the prisoner on the ground 
that the return wax a had return, Mr. Pollock, 
K.C,, appeared on Lehal? of the Chinese 
Government, He took a preliminary objection 
that the Puisne Judge should have yrantot o 
rule nisi, and not on absolute rule for the 
jssuo of the habeas corpus, ‘To this Mr. 
Forrers objected that the Chinesa Government 
had no Joous standi: the precise. terms of this 
objoction were that the Chinsse Government 
had no right to appear in the’ procerdings con- 
nected with the habeus. corpus; the only parties 
entitled to appear being the pris ner and the 
Crown. Nolico was served on the Chinese 
Government of _ the application for thea 
weit: bat’not of the motion for discharge 
of the prisoner, On this preliminary point 
of practice, ‘assuming that a second 
notice is noveseary, I am of opinion that 
a party who hus not heen served with notice, 
and not before the Court, cannot bring hiwself 
into the proceodings in this. madnor.. Bis 
proper course is to apply to the Court by 
independent motion on which the question 
whether he was eatitled to notice, und 50 
entitled to nppear'in the procéodings, can bo 
argoed, ‘This hos the advantage of keeping tho 
main question in the case froo from this in- 
dependent issno, whieh may be an important 
matter, ag in’ this core, whetber the Uhineso 
Government has any. locus standi in extradition 
proceedings.

(0 Q. B.D. p. 93), in which precisely the same 
ractice had heen adopted as by Mr. Justice 
mith in this case: 7.¢., 0 Tule absolate for the 
habeus corpus had been iesued in the first 
instance, and not a rule nisi to shew cause, 
(1) In point of fact s rule absolute in tho first 
instanee for a writ, of hubeus csrpua had been 
previously granted, and the writ issned. Tho 
prisoner was brenght up in custody on the 
return, but the Attorney General at the com- 
moncement of the argument pointed out that 
the practice in mattera of this sort had ‘since 
1873 been to obtain a rule nisi for a habeas 
corpus, and argue tho case on the rule, and that 
such practice was far more eonvenient, He also 
stated that the pointson which the prisonor'scoun- 
vol wished.to rely would not be available to him 
on the return to the writ which was on the faca 
of it perfectly good. 1: wag, therofere, agreed 
that the matter should be argued as if the 
prisoner's counsol wore now moving for a rule 
nisi on affidavits, and the Crown showiog canse 
aguinst such rule.

‘The arguirent befero mo then proceeded on 
tho basis of a similar agreomovt: although the 
proceadings in that case and. this cannot have 
boon precisely the same, for ths motion befors 
the Gneen's Pench Division appears to have 
been an application for a writ of habeas corpus, 
the writ having been already granted: whereasia 
this cage the motion is for the disohargo of the 
prisouer made‘on the return of a writ already 
grantad. There is a question to be ultimately 
argued in this ease, that dhe retura is on tho 
face of it bad: whereas in tho Ganz's case the 
ratarn was on the face of it good.

exprose legielative sanction : the grant of sucls 
anthority. ie eartainly not inherent, in the 
soversign, for access to the British courts 
depends oo conatitutivnal principles of law, and 
is indepoadéut of the executive. I do not m-an 
to say that a foreign government’ might not 
appear bofore the British +.ourts, just us it may 
uppear, subject to speciul rules of provedue, 
before Britieh civil courts. But, sssuming this 
to by so, it can only be in matt-rs within the 
jurisdiction of thosa Criminal Coarts : that is 
to say, in procesdings connected with some 
breach of the British eriininal law. But tho 
hypothesis of extradition is that there -has.boen 
no such broach ; but, on the contrary, an allexed 
breach of the jaw of the foreign country, 
Neither by statute, rule of court, nor principle,” 
con I see that the foreign government 
hay any locas standi in extradition proceed:

gold reserve, and at the present moment the 
State Bank posaasees pold to the value of 
1,004,000,000 rowbles (£106,090,000 sterling), not. 
counting 300.)00.000 roablesin gold(£31,000,0: 0) 
which aro doposited in foreign banks to the 
credit of the Russian Government. The total 
volvte of the notes issued amounts to 970,000,000 
rubles or £ 02,000,000,
